Mumps And Measles Still 

Prevail Despite 

Holiday 

When Newmarket public schools 
reopened on Tuesday, after two 
weeks holidays because of mumps 
and measles, there were more ab- 
sences than when the schools 
were closed. 

There were 98 absent from the 

Alexander Muir school, 6? from the 

King George school and ten from 

the Stuart Scott school, a total of 

175, compared with 115 when the 
schools were closed. 

The attendance had not improv- 
ed appreciably yesterday, but it 
was expected by Principal H. A. 
Jackson that another two weeks 
would see attendance back to 
normal. 

Failure to report many cases of 
measles and mumps to the M.O.H., 
Dr. J^ H. Wesley, as required by 
law, made It Impossible to know 
what the attendance would be 
when school reopened.

BATTLES EXHAUST 
SUPPLY OF PLASMA 



(By Mrs. G. E. Case, Newmarket 
Red Cross) 

The utmost importance of the 
work of the blood donors* clinic 
is brought home to civilians when 
it is learned that 75 percent of 
the available blood plasma was 
used up after the battle of EI 
Alamcin. 

That means that the lives of 
hundreds of soldiers were saved 
who otherwise would have died. 
Military scientists realize more 
and more that more soldiers die 
from shock than from the 
wounds themselves and if fresh 
plasma is supplied at once the re- 
sults of shock are minimized. 

Every healthy citizen must see 
to it that no life is last because 
he has not heeded the call of the 
Red Cross for blood. 

The next opportunity for ser- 
vice will be next Thursday, June 
3, at Trinity church. Enroll now 
at the town clerk's office. Save 
a life. 



Indicative of the seriousness of 
the seeding situation in York 
county is the action of the direct- 
ors of the York County Holstein 
Association at a special meeting 
yesterday in cancelling the an- 
nual field day scheduled for 
j une 5. 

"If June 5 should be picnic 
weather it would also be seeding 
weather,* 1 was the feeling. 

"Wet weather has been»general 
over Ontario, but seeding has 

been normal in western Canada,*' 
W. M. Cockburn, York county 

agricultural representative, told 
The Era and Express. "The west 
has put in an increased acreage 
of oats, barley and oil-producing 
crops." 

Mr. Cockburn said that seeding 
done in York county was not over 
15 or 20 percent. 

"While late sown grain isn't 
satisfactory, a lot of fanners are 
planning to sow as late as June 
10 or 12," Mr. Cockburn said. 
"By using early maturing vari- 
eties, there will be a 50 percent 
chance of getting a crop, and 
farmers will at least have straw. 

"Early maturing varieties of 
hybrid corn for husking were 
tried out in the Sutton district 
last year. Even with late plant- 
ing, corn reached satisfactory 
maturity for shelling for grain/' 

More than a month behind in 
seeding operations already, most 
farmers are unable to manure the 
ground for root crops and corn, 
because of the wet ground, Mr. 
Cockburn said, 

"In York county wc arc mostly 
concerned about crops for cattle, 
j hogs and horses," said Mr. Cock- 
burn. "This is a dairy county to 
a large extent." 

Early v maturing husking corn 
might mean a fair crop of substi- 
tute grain, Mr. Cockburn said. 

While there would be a reduc- 
tion in vegetable crops, the out- 
look was not so bad, he thought, 
as planting could go on for some 
time. 

Farmers in the Islington, Fair- 
bank and Downsview districts at 
the south end of the county had 
been fortunate and had complet- 
ed their seeding, Mr. Cockburn 
said. 

In the Newmarket district 
farmers are away behind with 
their seeding. Some are more 
fortunate than others. 

Elmer Starr, Bogarttown, has 
12 acres done, with 20 more to 
do. Some other Whitchurch 
farmers have likewise been a 
little more fortunate than in 
heavier soil districts.

Earle Toole, former warden of 
the county, has his seeding about 
half done. 

"There are a great many acres 
in Whitchurch that are not seed- 
ed and won't be seeded for some 
time," Mr. Toole said. "There 
are many farmers whose seeding 
is normally finished by now who 
nave Httle done. Some haven't 
any done." 

Mr. Toole thought that much of 
this land would have to be sown 
to early variety oats, and possibly 
some to barley. "Some land will 
not be sown unless to buckwheat 
or some other hay crop, to be cut 
for green feed," said Mr. Toole. 

"Unless there is a miracle Ihe 
yield of grain cannot be normal," 
said Mr. Toole. **fhe entire 
north cud of York county is in 
the same position." 

The first field that Mr. Toole 
sowed, -a week ago Saturday, is 
now coming through nicely. 

There is no seed in at the An- 
drew Watson farm on Huron St. 

Neighbors are in the same posi- 
tion. 

No seeding has been done at 
the Walter Proctor farm, Yonge 
St., or thereabouts. There is one 
field sown at Mtilock's farm, 
Armitage. 

"There is little sown in this 
section," said Elton Armstrong, 
Armitage. "I have tried several 
times unsuccessfully, 

"The blossom is on the wild 
plum now. When it is off, it is 
too late for seeding, to get a crop. 

We can put buckwheat or corn 
or roots in up to June 20. 

"A few farmers have four, six 
or ten acres in. Some haven't 
any. In my own case, my high- 
est land is seeded down to hoy,. 

"If it dries up, we will fiet 
something. Tho situation w«*i 
still be serious. It may cut milk 
and bacon production in twrtfc 
Oats are hard to buy. You can't 
use western wheat too heavily, 
without blending it down with 
oats and barley." 

Prospects arc discouraging on 
the Holland marsh. Some of the 
growers are trying to plant by 
hand. Some of the potatoes put 
in are said to be rotting in the 
ground. 

The Queensville flats, where 
the crops weren't good last year, 
are really "up against it" this 
yea/. 

One northern York county 
fanner, discouraged about plant- 
ing 100 bushels or seed potatoes 
that he had ready, sold them for 
$500, to be used in the Orillia 
district.

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MORE HELDS TO CONQUER 

There is no reason for those who have put so 
much work into building Newmarket's A.R.P. - 
organization to feel that it has not been worth- 
while. While the war has seemed to move away 
from us, as the United Nations fronts have ad- 
vanced, it has really come closer to us. Industrial 
war production and the armed forces are taking 
more and more men and women from essential 
civilian occupations. While we have less expect- 
ancy of war from the skies, we feel its pressure 
more and more on our daily lives. 

Real war jobs open up, as a result, for. an A.R.P. 
organization. First, we would say, would be the 
farm commando job which so needs to be done, 
to enlist and provide men for emergency work on 
district farms. Second, we would say, would be 
to provide help in the important task of salvaging 
all useful materials, in town and district, than can 
help war and civilian industry. Here are two 
civilian war jobs that are feeling the pressure 
of this year's increased demands on manpower. 

UNPLEASANT READING 

It is not the sort of book that we would have 
Sorrowed from a. public library or bought for our 
own reading. However, other people sometimes 
choose one's reading with more judgment than 
«ne would use oneself. So a friend sent us some 
time ago 'The Seventh Cross," a 'novel written 
by Anna Seghers, a German, and translated by 
lames A. GaJston. It is a story of pre-war Nazi 
Gferrnany's concentration camps, and of an at- 
tempted escape from the merciless brutality of 
ane of those campsi 

It makes us realize that if we are going to 
blame the entire German nation for this war, and 
punish all Germans who after this war choose to 
remain in Germany, we must put the blame away 
fcack on generations of Germans, now dead, who 
failed to develop democratic traditions to with- 
stand the economic strains of the nineteen 
twenties and thirties, or we must put the blame 
en the German people who did not prevent the 
first world war. 

Or else, we can read this book, and say to our- 
selves: "If I had been that man, and some person 
had asked me to harbor overnight a fugitive from 
a Nazi internment camp, I would not have 
hesitated. I would not have been concerned 
about the possibility of the fugitive or the man 
who asked me to lend a hand or someone else in 
the chain being caught and beaten and mutilated 
until he disclosed my name. I would not have 
been concerned about being spied on by a neigh- 
bor. I would not have worried about the con- 
sequences to myself, my family, my relatives." 
Headers of this book cannot think other than 
that a great portion of the Geraian people have 
fceen from the beginning victims, not supporters, 
of the Nazi regime. They have had no choice but 
to observe the forms of loyally to the Nazi 
icgirnc. "Hell Hitler!" They havo been fighting 
Nazism longer than we have been, and it has re-, 
quired more courage than this war has required 
" of most of us. Many of them have gone to con- 
centration camps, to be starved, tortured and 
beaten to death. 

Many brave anti-Nazis remain. Some of them 
may even have had to bear arms against us or 
against our allies. And then there are their 
children and young people, those lo whom par- - 
cnts did not dare to toll their own opinions of 
Nazism. Those young people have never had a 
chance to read history and form their own 
opinions; They haven't had a chance to build 
their own Christian philosophies. 

Do those people—and they are those who will 
Bear economic burdens laid upon Germany^— 
deserve punishment? Or do they need help? 
Should we again condemn Germany to economic 
stress and starvation? Impossible reparations 
burdens? Should we bring about again the con- 
ditions that gave rise to a Hitler? 

It would be easier for us of the United Nations 
if we could avoid books like 'The Seventh Gross," 
If we could, like the Nazis, fill our newspapers 
with half-truths and shut our minds and hearts 
to the other fellow's story.

The dentist, 
we heard, did not mind giving his services more 
cheaply than he would give them to individuals. 
He found that dentistry In the schools made 
parents conscious of their need for dental care. 
He kat nothing and he did a great deal of good 
work that he hadn't an opportunity to do before.

Write the results 
down on a chart and give the information to the 
parents to take whatever action they wish to 
remedy defects. 

This is a time when most parents could help 
their own children if they realized just what their 
children needed, but so many of us don't bother 
to find out what defects our children have. 

Children belong to the community. The 
parents are merely trustees for the community. 
What parents aren't doing, or can't do, for those 

children, a wise community will do itself.

NO SUGAR-COATING 
PLEASE 

(Amfcerstburg Echo) 

Now that Mrs. Housewife has come down to 
earth after having been blown sky-high by the 
announcement regarding ten pounds of sugar for 
canning needs for the summer of 1943-which put 
many good-natured housewives in a belligerent 
mood— we are better able to philosophize regard- 
ing this startling news. 

Let's look in retrospect on our thoughtlessness. 
How many householders last summer, when we 
were on the honor system with regard to sugar 
for canning, kept in mind, when they non- 
chalantly asked for ten pounds here and ten 
pounds "there, that Canada imports most of her 
sugar, only a very' small percentage consumed is 
manufactured in Canada; that the men in the ser- 
%-ices need vast quantities or that much was being 
used in the contents of overseas parcels? 

We know that many will say, "I thought of that 
and never once asked for more than I required." 
We grant that there were many, many exceptions 
but still there were thousands who forgot and 
really got more sugar than necessary for their 
canning needs. As a consequence every Mrs. 
Housewife is having to suffer because some over- 
stepped last year. 

Now let's look at that august body— the war- 
time prices and trade board— which didn't use 
psychology in dealing with this sugar situation. 
Why did they allow such a seething situation to 
arise? In our estimation it would have been 
better to have announced right after the new- 
ration books came out that Mrs. Housewife would 
have very little sugar for canning purposes this 
year and then set the amount, rather than have 
the busy little woman count her cans, figure what 
she used last year, and because the advertise- 
ments said "Can more in 1943," add a few jars to 
this and that and eventually send her require- 
ments to secretary of local ration board. In her 
excitement and anxiety (not wanting to be un- 
patriotic by asking for too much) she forgot to 
put in the serial numbers on household cards so 
she got the cards hack, fixed them up and 
returned them, all these steps making this a 
major operation. . Mrs. Housewife thought that 
she was doing the right thing — and she was— but 
how nonplussed she was when the official an- 
nouncement came through the past week. 

Surely the W.fVT.B. knew how much sugar 
there was in Canada early in April and with a 
little tact could have prevented what might be 
termed 3n unpleasant incident. 

Canadian housewives can lake it straight from 
the shoulder and don't need to be kidded along. 
If you say ten pounds per i>t*r.son, alright, ten 
pounds it is, Mrs. Housewife will adjust her 
plans for canning to suit but we still say not only 
Mrs. Housewife but the secretaries of the local 
ration boards had a great deal of needless work 
and worry.

The mood and manners of 
English people in their everyday

of the Royal theatre, Aurora, on 
Monday and remains until Satur- 
day. 

The distinction between the 
smoother, and perhaps more 
superficial, b e h a vior of the 
upper-class officers and their 
wives, and the less-mannered 
talk and actions of the ordinary 
seamen is brought out clearly, 
but without distortion.

English restraint, are not pup- 
pets. They are human beings, 
whose love runs from child to 
parent and from hushand to 
wife, and whose lives are touched 
by the war in which Kinross' 
ship, the H.M.S. Torrin, makes 
its gallant fight. 

Tiie combination of dignified 
forbearance and humanncss is 
particularly striking in Atix Kin- 
ross, upon whose vital love for 
her husband, the Torrin and its 
mission in the war cast their 
weighty shadow. Her move- 
ments and her thoughts seem 
over clouded with the sadness of 
the one thing that prevents their 
family life from flowing in a 
smooth, uninterrupted current— 
her husband's ship. And yet her 
heart is moved with pride for it 
— and with respectful admiration. 

Chief Petty Officer Waller 
Hardy and his wife are drawn 
with a little more lightness — as 
if the very pattern of their lives 
makes for less formality— and yet 
you feel in each a definite real- 
ization of the gravity of Eng- 
land's destiny and their own, and 
a profound loyalty. There is a 
pleasant humor and heartiness in 
them, as there is in Ordinary' 
Seaman Shorty Blake, whose de- 
votion to his pretty wife, Freda, 
fs beautiful and moving. 

There arc homey little touches 
in the everyday existence of all 
the characters which strike one 
as bits of reality transplanted 
from life— bits of reality all 
recognize immediately as emo- 
tionally valid, and intensely 
human.

Farmers may slaughter their livestock (or their own consumption*- but must turn in to (he Local Ration Board at the end of each 
month, I coupon for each two pounds of their own slaughtered meat consumed on their own premises. Farmers need in no case 

surrender more than half the number of each month's valid coupons for such home slaughtered meac. 

The remaining half of farmers' meat coupons may be used tor ordinary retail purchases of meat, on the basis of coupon values 
ts shown on the chart above. 

Farmer* may supply meat from their own slaughterings to other farmers for consumption on their own farm premises. Local 
farmer "Beef Rings" arc also permitted. Farmer* providing meat to other fanners, or "\kcl Rings", mutt collect meat coupons 
oo the basis of 1 coupon for each two pounds of meat, gross weight. Self-addressed and stamped envelopes for mailing in coupons 
can be secured at your Local Ration Board 



CONSUMER MEAT IN LOCKERS 

Before June 30th all consumer* (including farmers) who store meat In lockers must 
declare in writing to the nearest Dranch of the Ration Administration, the quantity 
of rationed meat they have in storage over and above eight pounds per person in the 
household Declarations must be accompanied by sufficient coupons from the ration 
books of the locker holder and hit household, to cover the quantity of declared stored 
meat at the rate of 1 coupon for each two pounds of any meat io the above groups. 
The number of coupons to be detached by the lockrr user need not exceed more 
than 50% of the total meat coupons in the ronetiion of himself and his household. 
Locker users may rctaio for retail purchasing one of each similarly numbered pair 
©J coupons.
